NOTE. 


The Catholic Directory, now in its eighty-fifth year of 
publication, was preceded early in the 18th century by the Ordo 
recitandi Officii Divini, $c. In 1782 were added to the Ordo 
the conditions for gaining the eight Plenary Indulgences; in 
1787 an Obituary of Clergy and Laity ; and in 1791 a notice of 
schools. 

In 1793 was issued, by the publishers of the Ordo, the Laity’s 
Directory for Church Service, 5c., which, besides directions in 
English for the Divine Office and the Holy Mass, contained a list 
of Chapels in and near London. The two publications were con- 
tinued for neerly fifty years, the Laity’s Directory increasing 
from time to time in the amount of its information. 

In 1838 appeared for the first time the Catholic Directory, Sc. 
After a year the Luaity’s Directory was discontinued ; and in 1840 
the Catholic Directory, together with the Ordo, was published 
‘permissu superiorum,’ that is, in respect of the Ordo and of the 
official parts of the Directory, with Episcopal sanction.

HE Catuoric Directory, EccCLESIASTICAL 

REGISTER, AND ALMANACK, published with the 

sanction of the Archbishops and Bishops of 
England and Wales, appears annually.

MARRIAGES 


___In consequence of the Papal Decree “Ne temere’ of August 2, 1907 

7 which came into force at Easter (April 19) 1908, marriages between 
Catholics. or between Catholics and non-Catholics, must be celebrated 
before a Bishop or Priest duly authorised for the celebration thereof. 
Such marriages, if they are not so celebrated, are indeed, for all the civil 
effects and purposes of marriage, valid and binding legal contracte 
under the civil law, if the conditions and requirements of the civil 
marriage-law are fulfilled ; but they are null and void before God, and 
the parties are not. in thesight of God, husband and wife. 

In all civil contracts, the State has power to determine under what 
conditions they shall be civilly valid. But the marriage of baptised 
persons is not a merely civil contract; it is a sacred contract, raised by 
our Lord Jesus Christ to the dignity of a Sacrament. Therefore, the 
power of determining the conditions under which the marriage of 
baptised persons shall be valid before God, and binding in conscience 
exists by Divine authority in the Church of Christ and nowhere else. 


; The solemn celebration of marriages is, by a general law of the 
Church, forbidden from Ash Wednesday till the day after Easter Sunday 
and from the lst Sunday in Advent tillthe day after Christmas. 


Mixed Marriages 

A “mixed marriage” (that is, a marriage between a Catholic and 
one who. though baptized, does not profess the Catholic Faith) may 
not take place without a dispensation; and the dispensation cannot 
lawfully be given unless for a sufficiently grave reason, and subject 
to the following conditions: 1. That all children that may be born 
of the marriage shall be baptized, and brought up, in the Catholic 
Faith. 2. That the Catholic party shall have full liberty for the 
practice of the Catholic religion. 3. That the Catholic party shall 
endeavour, especially by prayer and the example of a good life, to 
convert the other to the Catholic Faith. 4. That no religious marriage 

ceremony shall take place except in the Catholic Church.

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Ill. THE SACRED COLLEGE OF CARDINALS 


The Cardinals, as the advisers and assistants of the Sovereign 
Pontiff, are the supreme council or sendte of the Church. On the 
death of the Pontiff, they elect his successor.” 

There are three orders of Cardinals, Bishops, Priests, and 
Deacons. These orders are distinct from those of the Hierarchy : 
with very few exceptions, the Cardinal Priests are archbishops or 
bishops ; and the Cardinal Deacons are generally priests. 

The Sacred College, when complete, consists of 70 members : 
6 Cardinal Bishops, whose Dioceses are the seven ‘Suburban Sees,’ 
near Rome; Cardinal Priests, who take their title from the 
‘Titular Churches’ to which they are appointed, with jurisdiction 
and right to a throne, &c., therein; and Cardinal Deacons, 
who are appointed to other churches called ‘ Deaconries.’ 

The first Cardinal Bishop is Dean, the first of the Priests is 
First Priest, and the first of the Deacons is First Deacon, of the 
Sacred College. The Dean has the right of consecrating, and the 
First Deacon the right of proclaiming and crowning, a new Pope. .~ 

On the death of the Pontiff the Cardinal Camerlengo has the 
administration of the affairs of the Holy See. 

The ‘creation’ of a Cardinal sometimes precedes, even by 
several years, its ‘publication’ or proclamation.

Thirty-four Cardinals have died during the 
present Pontificate. 

Of: the 61 known Cardinals, 32 are Italian; 7 Austrian, 
Hungarian, or German ; 2 Poles ; 6 French ; 4 British subjects ; 
5 Spanish; 1 Portuguese; 1 of the United States; 1 Belgian ; 
1 Dutch ; and 1 Brazilian. 


Of the 49 Cardinal Priests, 2 are Patriarchs ; 30 are 
Archbishops, and 3 Bishopsof Residential Sees; and 13 others have 
received episcopal consecration ; so that, including the 6 Cardinal 
Bishops, 54 Cardinals are Patriarchs, Archbishops, or Bishops.

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IV. THE ROMAN CURIA 


The Roman Curia, consists of the following Sacred Congrega- 
tions, Tribunals, and Offices. 


SACRED CONGREGATIONS, 
And the Matters with which they have to deal. 


1. Congregation of the Holy Office. The protection of faith 
and morals ; the judging of heresy ; the doctrine and the use of 
Indulgences; impediments to Marriage with non-Catholics ; 
dogmatic teaching as to Marriage and other Sacraments; the 

examination. and the prohibition, of books dangerous to faith 
' or otherwise pernicious. 

2. Consistorial Congregation. The preparation of matter for 
Consistories; the erection and division of dioceses, &c. ; and 
the election of Bishops. Also whatever relates to the govern- 
ment of dioceses not subject to the Propaganda ; to the reports 
of Bishops concerning the state of their dioceses ; to apostolic 
visitations ; to the spiritual care of emigrants. 


3. Congregation of Sacramental Discipline. Legislation as to 
the administration and reception of the Sacraments ; dispen- 
sations from impediments to Marriage and to Ordination, and in 
regard to the Blessed Eucharist ; questions as to the validity of 
Marriages and of Ordinations. : 

4. Congregation of the Council. The observance of precepts 
of the Church, and dispensations therefrom. Regulations as to 
parish priests and Canons; to pious associations, pious bequests, 
and pious works; to benefices, ecclesiastical property, &c. Also 
whatever relates to the celebration of Councils and their ratifi- 
cation, and to meetings and conferences of Bishops. 

5. Congregation for the Affairs of Religious. The regulation 
of matters between Bishops and Religious, and amongst Religious 
themselves, including persons who, without vows, live a com- 
munity life, or are secular members of third Orders. Also the 
granting of dispensations to Religious. 

6. Congregation ‘de Propaganda Fide.’ Having jurisdiction 
over missionary countries, including however many regions 
where hierarchies are established. From this jurisdiction the 
United Kingdom, Holland, Luxemburg, Canada, Newfoundland 
and the United States, were withdrawn in‘1908. ; 

7. Congregation for the Hastern Church. Having jurisdiction 
over all persons and things pertaining to the Oriental Rites 
except in matters that belong to the Holy Office. ; 

8. Congregation of Sacred Rites. The care and regulation of 
rites and ceremonies; the beatification and canonisation of 
Saints ; and whatever relates to sacred relics. 

9. Congregaiion of the Ceremonial. The regulation of papal 
ceremonies ; of sacred functions performed by Cardinals ; and of 
the precedence of Cardinals, and of envoys to the Holy See. 

10. Congregation for Extraordinary Leclesiastical Affairs, 
The consideration of iastters submitted to its examination by the 
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Supreme Pontiff through the Cardinal Secretary of State; 


especially those connected with civil laws, or relating to agree- 
ments made with civil powers. ~- wie

II. VICARS-APOSTOLIC IN SCOTLAND,

The last surviving prelate of the ancient Hierarchy was JAMES 
BETOUN, Abp. of Glasgow, who went into exile, July 19, 1560; and 
though restored to the temporalities of his See by King James VI., 
Feb. 26, 1598, he never returned to his native land, but died at 
Paris, April 23, 1603, @¢. 79, and was buried there. 

_ For some time afterwards the authority of the English Arch- 
priests extended over Scotland ; and when the first Vicar-Apostolic 
of England was nominated, in 1623, Scotland still remained under 
English jurisdiction, But in the same year Pope Gregory XV, 
_ directed the Vicar-Apostolic to cease from exercising jurisdiction 
in Scotland ; and in 1629 Urban VIII, granted faculties to 
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F. William Ogilvie, as Prefect of the Mission. He died about 1631, 

after which Bp. Magennis, of Down and Connor, was placed over 

the Mission. In 1634 Propaganda decreed the restoration of the 
ancient bishopric of the Isles; which never was carried out. In 

Nov., 1635, F. Cornelius Ward, O.S.F., arrived as Prefect ; and, 

on his retirement from the Scottish Mission in 1640, he was 

succeeded by F. Patrick Hogarty, O.S.F., who, after five years’ 

imprisonment, was forced to return to Ireland, in August, 1648. 
In 1653 the Scottish clergy were placed under Prefects-Apos- 

tolic by Pope Innocent X.

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II. DECEASED CLERGY ASSOCIATION. 


FOR ENGLAND AND WALES. 

This Association is divided into two parts; of which the 
Northern Division contains seven Dioceses, and the Southern ten. 
In each Diocese there is a Registrar, appointed to keep a list of the 
Members in his Diocese, and to send out notices of deaths. 

Bishops, whether Secular or Regular, and Secular Priests, 
become Members of the Association by inscribing their names, 
either personally or hy proxy, upon the list kept by the Registrar 


of their Diocese. They thereby bind themselves for life to offer | 


a Mass for every deceased Member belonging to the Division, 
Northern or Southern, to which they themselves belong. 


Priests who are permanently transferred from one Division 
to another, are required to transfer their names to a list of that 
Division. Those who cease to belong to the jurisdiction of the 
Bishops in England and Wales lose the benefit of membership. 
But Military Chaplains retain their right of membership even if 
they die out of the Division to which they belong ; and Priests of 
the English Colleges abroad, and those who are attached to the 
Papal Court, may have the benefit of membership by having 
their names inscribed on the Register of their Diocese. 

The Masses of the Association are ‘ privileged. 

According to a Papal Rescript of April 13, 1869, no Priest 
can become a Member after three years from the day of his 
entrance into his Diocese. This restriction, withdrawn by a 
Rescript of July 5, 1885, was restored by a Rescript of August 
15, 1886.

Dioceses of England and Wales, 


CLERGY, CHURCHES AND CHAPELS, &c., 
A AND HOURS OF SERVICE. 

On the death of the last of the Marian Bishops, in the reign 
of Elizabeth, the Catholic Hierarchy in England became extinct, 
The country was ruled for a time by an Archpriest ; afterwards 
by Vicars Apostolic in Episcopal orders, first one for all England, 
then two, then four, and finally eight (see page 34), 

By Letters Apostolic (Universalis Ecclesia ) of Pius LX.) 
dated September 29, 1850, the English Hierarchy was restored, 
and the Metropolitan See fixed at Westminster. There were at 
first twelve Suffragan Sees—Beverley, Birmingham, Clifton, 
Liverpool, Newport and Menevia, Northampton, Nottingham, 
Plymouth, Salford, Shrewsbury and Southwark. On May 23, 
1861, the titleof Hexham waschanged to Hexham and Newcastle. 
On December 20, 1878, the diocese of Beverley was divided by 
Leo XIII into two, Leeds and Middlesbrough. On May 19, 1882, 
the new diocese of Portsmouth was formed out of Southwark. 
By an Apostolic Brief (De animarum salute) of March 4, 1895, 
the Principality of Wales (except Glamorganshire) was made a 
separate Vicariate, with a Bishop as Vicar Apostolic. The 
Vicariate, which had remained attached to the Province of West 
minster, was changed on May 12, 1898, to the diocese of Menevia, 
and became a Suffragan See, the title of Newport and Menevia 
having been changed in 1896 to that of Newport only. ‘Thus 
the Province of Westminster had at that time fifteen Suffragan 
Sees. 

By Letters Apostolic (Si gua est) of October 28, 1911, Pius X 
divided the Province of Westminster into three new Provinces, 
viz., Westminster, Liverpool and Birmingham, reserving certain 
special privileges to the Archbishop of Westminster. The other 
dioceses were re-arranged as follows : 

With Westminster remained Northampton, Nottingham, 
Portsmouth and Southwark. To Birmingham were assigned the, 
dioceses of Clifton, Newport, Plymouth, Shrewsbury and 
Menevia ; the remaining sees of Hexham and Newcastle, Leeds, 
Middlesbrough and Salford were assigned to Liverpool. 

By Letters Apostolic (Cambria Celtica) of February 7, 1916 
Benedict XV raised Newport to Archiepiscopal rank. under the 
title of Cardiff ; and Menevia becamea Suffragan See of this new 
Province. 

On March 22, 1917, the county of Essex, which had formerly 
formed part of the Archdiocese of Westminster, was made by 
Benedict XV into a separate diocese, and by a Bull ( Universalis 
Keclesice procuratio) dated July 20, 1917, the Episcopal see was 
fixed at Brentwood, which accordingly became an additional 
Suffragan See of Westminster.

An Archbishop or Bishop of a Zitular See (see note, p. 18)

N.B.—The addition of D.D., or the prefixing of Doctor or Dr., to 
the names of Catholic Archbishops or Bishops, is not necessary, 
and is not in conformity with the best usage. . When an Arch- 
bishop or Bishop is mentioned by his surname, it is better to say 
Archbishop (or Bisop)...... than to say Dr....... ; for the latter 
title is common to Doctors of all kinds, and does not of itself 
indicate any sacred dignity or office.

The Catholic Education Council, established in 1905 by the 
Bishops of England, Wales, and Scotland, represents the Bishops 
and the Catholic Body in matters which concern Catholic Educa- 
tion. The Council is a modification and continuation, rendered 
necessary by the Education Act of 1902, of the old Catholic 
School Committee, which was founded in 1847 ; and it has also 
taken over the work of the Secondary Education Council, 
founded in 1904, which includes the question of Pupil Teacher 
Centres and Secondary Schools. The Council is recognised 
by the Government as the successor of the Catholic School Com- 
mittee for the purpose of representing difficulties which arise 
between the Managers of Schools and the Board of Education. 


The Council has for many years made special grants to schools 
which, whether “ Unnecessary Schools” or ‘‘ Private Venture 
Schools” are not recognised by the Board of Education, but are 
struggling to save Catholic children from non-Catholic Schools. 


Their Lordships the Bishops in 1920 and again last year (1921) 
expressed their conviction that the needs of such schools should 
be a first charge upon the resources of the Council. More than 
50 such small schools, mostly in rural districts, are known to the 
Council, and the actual number is probably considerably in 
excess of this figure. 


Another function of the Council is to secure, as far as »* 
possible, the efficiency of Catholic Public Elementary Schools by 
educating a due supply of Trained Teachers, which it does 
through the means of Training Colleges. , 


The Training College for men, St. Mary’s, Hammersmith, is 
the property of the Council, and the Council is responsible to 
the Hierarchy and Board of Education, not only for its efficiency 
and well-being. but also for that part of its expenses not covered 
by the public grant for Education, 


Grants are made to the Women’s Training Colleges upon 
conditions laid down by the Council in 1918. 


Upon the supply of teachers depends the prosperity of Catholic 
schools, the efficiency of their teaching, and their share in the 
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public grant. Any falling off in the efficiency of teachers would 
at once cause a proportionate loss of this grant. . 

With the view of further assisting the supply of Catholic 
teachers, the Council has founded a number of scholarships of the 
annual value of £35 each. 

The Council, at the request of the Bishops, assists them in 
sundry payments towards the expenses of Ecclesiastical Inspection, 
and many applications for grants are received from various 
quarters which cannot be acceded to owing to lack of funds, The 
Education Act of 1918 has largely increased the obligations of 
those who are responsible for the education of Catholic children. 

It is to be observed that many of the objects above mentioned 
lie outside the ordinary provision of a diocese for its wants. They 
regard the wholemass of dioceses viewed as one body. Those who 
support only local schools fulfil, in consequence, but half their 
obligation.
